The bill, with ita conunlttee amend- 
nwts, will be sent to the printer, and 
Senator Lmlge, chairman of the com- 
in<tt(o, will give notice of his Inten 
Don to call It up on the following 
day and aak for its continued coaa<d,> 
oration until flnally disposed of. 
THerO' to a general acqulcscrnce of 
Republican senators in this piogram 
Th«re arc otlur iitiportaiii nuasurt's 
to be presented at tbe proper time 
hy administration senators, but the 
praeent agreement is to pass the 
FMIlppine bill first, as being ot the 
most imnu'diato importance. 

A long dLiiciission of tlie bill Is ex 
pected by the Republicans and prom- 
ised bjr the Democrats. The Demo- 
cratic leaders say they do not expect 
to be able to defeat th( bill, and dis- 
claim all Intention to delay a vo c 
iinnccfssaiily. tmt they say frankly 
that they consider that It affords an 
oi9ortunity for the presentation of 
Ikelr view of the entire Philippine 
question which they can not afford lo 
let pass. Senator Lodge will open the 
discussion with a brief speech on 
Tuesday in which he will discuss the 
merits of the bill and ahro the necet- 
sfir for eeoAy action. He will be fol- 
loved bf afMOie member of the Demo- 
cratic representation on the commit- 
tee, who will outline the Democratic 
petition. He in turn will be followed 
bfy other Democratic \enatorf;' tttn^K 
of the senators on the Democratic 
Mde are expected to be heard before 
final a<'tion shall be secured. Indeed 
the prediction is freely made that a 
vote will not W obUlsM within a 
noatb. 

#fenator ^Vye probably will report 

the ship subsidy bill, l)ut he will not 
attempt to se< iire consideration for it 
for the present, and probably not nn- 
lU after the Philippine bill shall have 
been dispoaed ot The, report of the 
cainmittee on interoceenic canals is 
exnected later in the week, but may 
be delayed. 

During the week Senator Nelson 
wWl make renewed effort to secure the 
pMpage of hia bill for (be creation of 
a'^partment of comnierea The oppo> 
eltion to it probably will he continued 
for the present. DuriiiR the early part 
of the week Senator Ciilloni will ad 
dress the senate on the treaty-making 
pof er of the president. The if9ie«V 
im expected to bave a bearing alba 
tha reciprocity treaties. 

In the House. 

Washington. Jan,, 20.— The calendar 
of the house of representatives is still 
rather meager in important hills, so 
that there does not promise to be a 
Hwvy preaaure of business during the 
«amIog week. The urgent deficiency 
appropriation bill will occupy most of 
the time during the first few days of 
the week. It carries a total of flC- 
700,000, which is rather large for a d<>- 
flclraoy measure, and it is expected 
that two days will be oecupied in ita 
consideration. The bills ready ffir 
consideration are not of sufficient Im- 
portance to secure definite time In ad- 
Tance, except in the case of the Hill 
Mn fbr tbe ezchaogaability of silver 
and gold. It will be some time before 
opinion Is sufllclently matured on this 
measure to induce the leadera tO set 
a time for consideration. 

The Democratic members of the 
kOOfa committee on coinage, weights' 
^nd measurea have agreed on a mtno^ 
Ity report on the bill directing the 
•etu-etary of the treasury "to exchange 
flMl iMf' Vttii tender silver dollars," 
and tha report will be preaented to 
the honsa bjr Mr. Shafroth. The re- 
port takes the position that the pas- 
sage of the bill is certain to produce 
fliiMiQlal dlHurbaaoea.

Manilla, .Ian 20— Cieneral Cbaffoe, 
in the annual report which has just 
been issued, sums up the situation 
from the military point o( view by 
spying that the proVlAeea of BalMgns 
end Laguna. In southern LasPB. and 
the Islands of Samar. Mindoro and 
Cebu. constitute the disturbed area in 
which bodies of insurgents in force 
are to be found. Oeneral Chaffee says 
the prolongation of guerrilla warfare 
is due to the physical cha-acter of thi 
country and to the nature of the war 
fare carried oi; by the insurgents, who 
in the sami' hour pose as friends and 
act as enemies; to the humanity dis- 
played by the Ameticir fvbopa, of 
which the liisurgents take advantage: 
and to the fear of assassination on the 
part of thosi. natives who are friendly 
disposed toward the Americans sh ntli 
they give tlM latOir ftlfpnagtlon con 
ceralitf the movemer'.s or whe.e 
abouts of the insurgents. 

Municipal and provincial govt i n- 
ments are being organized These gov 
ernments have not yet received a prac 
tical trial. Jhey cpi^^tute the only 
certain and reliable oethod of ascer- 
taining the prosress of tht Flllplaos 
toward self-government. 

In the sami' report Judge .-VtUoi ati' 
Groesl)eck says the supprts.sion of 
brigandage will probably be one of the 
most trying problems of tha future, if 
the mimary am 1>e left free to deal 

with the marauders, there Is no doul)t 
of their final suppression But the 
presence of the civil government com- 
plicates the situation considerably. 
With the civil and military authorities 
working in harmony, says Judge 
Oroesbeck. no evil results should be 
anticipated. 

A report has been received that a 
dug-out canoe, in which 11 men of 
Company I of the Secoad infantry 
were traveling, is missing ia'^prob- 
ably lost. It is believe d the men either 
perished or were captured. 

An Important capture was made in 
I.aguna province. Luson, when eight 
men.ot the Eighth fBlailtry captured 
a woman Insnrgeot named Aqueda 
Kahabagan. She recently commanded 
an insurgent force of 8(>(t men, lUiO of 
whom carried rllles. while .'iOO were 
armed with bolos. For six years past 
she has beea leading bands againat 
the Spaniards and the Anerieana. 

Oeneral J. Franklin Bell Is still act 
ive in Batanga^ province, Luzon. A 
recent engagement in this province, in 
which the enemy were dffpated with 
severe loss, resulted in wounding of 
one American, ofllcer aad the killing of 
one private.

JOIN BYERS CAMPBILL 



Pasgrs Away at His liomr il tl« 



Sbortlv following the annoiilKMntent of 
the daath of Hon. Wm. H. Eckman came 
tbalof bif^ooMin, John Bjera CaqiDtwU, 
anothsr doweodant of pionMit «f tbit 
locality, eon of Shelby Campbell,8tii,^lMlf 
a century, a mercbaat of AttifdMO ; 
alio fTMt ipmidioo of Mathaw Campbell 
who came to LimoBtone i Mayeville ' in 
1788 after military service of six years, 
tromim ta 1781, in the Fint Penntyl- 
vania regiment, Continental Line. Among 
the twenty-six Argonauts who founded 
Cincinnati were Mathew Campbell and 
Evan Shelby. They embarked at Lime- 
atone the day before OhrlMmaa in flat- 
fioats and barges, descended the Ohio 
r}TW amid floating ice, and on the 28th of 
Daeentber landed aixty-eight miles below 
Limestone at the foot of the present Syc- 
amore street, Cincinnati. From their 
boata they bnilt bonsee for abelter. The 
town site was surveyed during that win- 
ter and the corners of the streets were 
tkmi M the trees. 

8* many flatboata landed at Limestone 
with emiirrantfl about that time, that 
General Harmer, in building Fort Wash- 
iB^M) at Oiadnnati, obtained tbe j^lanks 
wit inmi 'boaii bought at ]bimeitone, 
and Ft. WanhiDgton was one of the most i 
iubatantial wooden fortresses in thel 



NorthwpRtern Territory. Alexander 
Campbell, a brother of Mat hew, was 
killed by Indians a few miles Nurtbweet 
of Maysville. Two brothers, Colen and 
Dogal, remained in the I'^tst. Mathew 
Campbell married a Miss Shelby, of a 
Shelby family eaat of Maysville, and the 
BTiJbeet of our sketch John Byera Oamp- 
bell was a grandson who HOBONd' the 
record of his ancestors. 

Bom sixty-two years ago at Aberdera, 
educated in its excellent common pc liools, 
at the close of the Civil war he taught 
school in Wincbeater, O., where he mar- 
ried Mary, daughter of Dr. Grossman of 
that pUtc-e, and soon moved toFortScott, 
Kan., since which time he has been one 
of the most widely known men of eastern 
Kansas. He opened a book store, organ- 
ized temperance work through the West, 
waa at one time postmaster at Ft. Scott, 
also served a term on the State .Pension 
CommiBsion. Later he IcK'ated at Hia- 
watha, Kan., where he left a home. Uia. 
widowi two Boo» aad a datighter avnrive, 
Bnslness called him to Arraourdale, Kan- 
sas City, from which he visited his family 
nearly every week. He had beoome very 
flephy, and was found dead in bed, of ap- 
opltxy. The day previous he had been en- 
gaged in his office and was apparently as 
well as ever. His funeral was under the 
auspices of the O. I. Bansom Post, G. A. 
R., of which he waa a member. The 
post attended in a body, also the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of which he was Presi- 
dent, and the Oddfellows. 

On the Byers aide of his ancestry he 



I was (leccended from one of the best 
! families in Washington County, Pa. At 
the time of the Centennial celebration at 
Philadelphia the writer visited Washing- 
ton, Pa., and found one of the professors 
1 ill that valued rresbyterian College of 
the Byers line; fonnd a Congrsasman, 
Lawrence, (for many terms in office) of 
the line on the maternal side. Crees' 
history of Waahington Ooanty.Pa., illos- 
tmteathatOonmeaaauui'a realdtade and 
grounds magnificently. Many others 
were found in official place in church of 
this lino. We rode out to the thousand 
acre original holdings of the Byers, then 
for the first time divided into three farms 
on account of the death of the last owner, 
a bachelor. Aa our carriage stopped in 
the road fronting the old homestead 
a lady walked out» remarking: "I sup- 
poee yoa arodeaoendanUof James Byers. 
They come here thiscentennisl year from 
every iStato. Will you at least walk 
around to the wonderful spring? They 
all drink froaa it." 

This house was claimed to be the best 
built, hewed-log bouse in the county, too 
good to be taken down, thooi^ built 
in Indian Times. We continued our 
drive to another of the divisions of the 
farm where a Mr. Tilton had just built a 
house. We were hospitably received 
there also. He conducted us to tha 
Byers burying-ground on a beautiful 
knoll under an ancient tree. On one of 
the monomenia we read, "Sacred to the 
memory of James Byers, a ruling elder 
in Presbyterian Church. Sacred to the 



memory of his wile, Margaret Byers ' 
Two of Mathew CampbeU'a sons were 
in the army in 1812. The CapUin's uni 
form, of one of them.waf in possession of 
one of the family till acomparatively late 
period. Evan, his son, built the first ho- 
' tel in the township opposite Limestone 
The first legislature which met after the 
' organization of Brown County, appro- 
I priated money for a State road ending at 
I Limestone, and appointed commissioners 
I nnder whose directions the money was to 
be expended. Evan Campbell was ap 
pointed ior the eonthero end ol the road 
Thus we chronicle the demise of three 
of line; aU good citizens. • We pub 
lished'flv^ monfh'a slhM a brief notice of 
the death of John Byers Kckinan, who 
long held a responsible position in rail
